Federal workers sent home as budget debate rages

WASHINGTON — With the 
Smithsonian’s splendid museums 
shuttered and federal workers sent 
home in droves, President Clinton and 
Republican leaders sharply attacked 
each other Tuesday over a partial 
government shutdown, even as they 
searched for a way. out of their budget 
impasse. 

“Let’s say, “Yes, to balancing the 
budget, but let us together say, “No,” 
to these deep and unwise cuts in edu- 
cation, technology, the environment, 
Medicare and Medicaid,” Clinton said 
in a strenuous assault on the GOP 
budget priorities. 

House Speaker Newt Gingrich 
quickly retaliated, saying Clinton was 
accusing the GOP of “phony cuts that 
do-not exist.” He said the president's 
own balanced-budget proposal would 
perpetuate deficits forever, and he 
challenged Clinton to help negotiate a 
seven-year plan to erase deficits 
“without baloney.” 

Senior WI.ite House aides met at 
midday with key lawmakers, the two 
sides arranging themselves around a 
green, felt-covered table in one of the 
Senate’s committee meeting rooms. 
They announced nothing afterward 
except agreement to meet again later 
in the day. 

The first effects of the shutdown 
were being felt. although essential 


services such as the nation’s defense, 
air traffic control system and prison 
operations were maintained without 
interruption. 

“Due to the federal government 
shutdown, the Smithsonian Institution 
must be closed,” read signs posted up 
and down Washington’s Mall, home 
to museums where millions flock 
annually to gaze at exhibits of art, 
space exploration, natural history and 
more. 

Mary Jo Kampe. visiting from 
Williamston, Mich.; missed a long- 
awaited White House tour and was 
turned away at the nearby Holocaust 
Museum as well. “I have waited a 
very long time for this so I’m very 
upset, disappointed.” she said. 

Some 800,000 of the 2.1 million 
federal civilian workers in 
Washington and around the world had 
a place to go — home from their 
offices after reporting to work and 
being told their services were 
nonessential. 

The inconvenience penetrated even 
the Senate’s private preserve. 
Republicans gathering for their week- 
ly senators’ lunch dined on Domino’s 
pizza — cheese. vegetable and 
sausage toppings, they said — 
because the Senate’s restaurants were 
closed.

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Waldholtz files 
for divorce from 
missing husband

SALT LAKE CITY — Utah Rep. 
Enid Waldholtz said Tuesday she had 
filed for divorce from her husband, 
Joe, who has been missing since 
Saturday and is under federal investi- 
gation for possible campaign financ- 
ing improprieties. 

“I can’t begin to describe the anger 
and hurt over the incredible level of 
deception that we have uncovered in 
our own investigation of Joe’s activi- 
ties,” Waldholtz said in a written 
statement Tuesday afternoon. 

“T want this man tracked down, 
arrested and punished for what he has 
done to me, my family and the people 
of Utah,” she said of Joe Waldholtz, 
her husband of two years. 

Waldholtz. said she had asked a Salt 
Lake City court to grant her sole cus- 
tody of the couple’s 2 1/2-month-old _ 
daughter. 

Joe Waldholtz is the focus of a fed- 
eral investigation into the couple’s 
finances that apparently began when 
the congressional credit union com- 
plained about large overdrafts. 

Police, congressional staffers and 
family members said Tuesday they 
had no idea where Joe Waldholtz 
went after he was last seen Saturday 
at National Airport near. Washington 
D.C., where his parked car was found. 

Joe Waldholtz, until Saturday the 
freshman Republican congresswom- 
an’s unpaid campaign treasurer, was 
not considered a fugitive. But on 
Tuesday, a spokesman for U.S. 
Attorney Eric Holder confirmed the 
missing man was under federal inves-- 
tigation. -< 

“Our office is aggressively investi- 
gating this case and we are trying to 
determine the whereabouts of Mr. 
Waldholtz,” said the spokesman, spe- 
cial counsel Kevin Ohlson. “We 
would like to contact him about this 
matter.” 

Enid Waldholtz said er initial reac- 
tion had been to stand behind her hus- 
band. “I trusted him. I was wrong. My 
daughter has been abandoned by her 
father and that is unacceptable,” she 
said, and promised a full accounting 
of her finances. 

“We all deserve to know the truth,” 
she said. 

However, a source speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity said Tuesday a 
federal arrest warrant was likely. at 
least a week away. 

The federal investigation began with 
a complaint by the Wright Patman 
Congressional Federal Credit Union 
about large overdrafts in the 
Waldholtzes’ accounts, a Justice 
Department official who demanded 
anonymity said Tuesday. The credit 
union’s main offices are in the 
Capitol and in the House office build- 
ings. 

The Justice official said the credit 
union complaint remains the basis of 
the continuing investigation. If any 
evidence of campaign finance viola- 
tions, theft, embezzlement or other 
wrongdoing turns up, the FBI would 
pursue it as part of that investigation, 
the official said.

ANAHEIM, Calif. — Medical opinion on eggs is starting to turn sunny side 

up. | 
The latest evidence shows even people with moderately high cholesterol may 

be able to eat two a day without harm — as long as they lay off the bacon: 


Cholesterol in the bloodstream is bad for the heart. And since eggs have lots 
of cholesterol, experts have long assumed they must be bad too. However, the 
reality is turning out to be more complicated. 

The results of a recent study on eggs were presented Tuesday by researchers 
from the University of Washington. 

It now appears the cholesterol people éat has little impact on the cholesterol in 
their bloodstreams. Eating an egg raises cholesterol only slightly, if at all, for 
most people. 

Not all agree, but many experts are coming to believe eggs have been unfairly 
demonized and cholesterol in the diet is much less damaging than saturated fat. 

This work — like much current research on the health effect of eggs — was 
financed by the Egg Nutrition Board. The researchers said it was designed and 
conducted independently of the industry group. 


Rabbis criticized for inciting assassination 


JERUSALEM — Yitzhak Rabin’s assassination by a Jewish extremist has 
turned-the spotlight on rabbis who preach that it is Israel’s sacred duty to con- 
tro] the West Bank and label a traitor anyone willing to give it up. 

Police have said they were investigating whether Rabin’s assassin, Yigal 
Amir, a graduate of two Jewish seminaries, had sought a rabbi’s blessing before 
pulling the trigger. 

A settler rabbi, Yoel Bin-Nun, said he knows of colleagues who issued a rul- 
ing on Rabin called a “din rodef,” or “judgment for the oppressor” — a crime 
also deserving of death. 

Hard-line rabbis angrily dismissed such accusations, saying they preach non- 
violence. No rabbi has publicly admitted issuing a ruling that would have justi- 
fied killing Rabin.

Hatch opposes foreign-made launch vehicles 


WASHINGTON — At the expense of U.S. aerospace companies, the Clinton 
administration is quietly expanding the numbers of foreign-made space vehi- 
cles used to launch American satellites, Sen. Orrin Hatch says. 

‘Hatch, R-Utah, says the White House move could particularly hurt his state’s 
two space industry giants, Alliant TechSystems Aerospace, formerly Hercules 
Ine., and Thiokol. 

In a statement released Tuesday from Washington, the senator was concerned 
the two companies could be placed at risk if more foreign launch vehicles are 
made available to U.S. satellite-makers, and if the White House allows expand- 
ed use of Russian rocket motors. 

In the latter case, such motors could be dumped in the American market at 
artificially low costs, Hatch warned. 

“Our launch industry is just beginning to recover from defense and space cuts. 
It is gradually becoming more competitive in the foreign commercial market- x = a 
place,” he said.

‘forgotten war’ needs relief 


who call themselves rebels terrorize the country- 
side, lopping off heads, raping girls and abducting 
boys to train as killers. 

The mysterious Revolutionary United Front has 
never issued a statement listing its goals, never said 
if it wants to run the country. ‘Aided by a faction in 
neighboring Liberia’s war, it revolted in 1991 
against a corrupt dictatorship, but kept fighting even 
after a new government took over in 1992. 

Despite the rebels’ brutality, the war in the world’s 
second poorest country seems all but ignored. Most 
foreign assistance has been diverted to repairing the 
ghastly deeds of Rwanda and Bosnia. 

“It’s a very forgotten war and it’s a great tragedy,” 
said Dr. Doug Lyon, a Seattle physician who coor- 
dinates medical care at an emergency feeding center 
in Kenema, about 50 miles southeast of Bo Town. It 
is financed by the humanitarian group Doctors 
Without Borders. 

Lyon, who also worked in Rwandan refugee 
camps in eastern Zaire, bitterly criticized the lack of 
Western aid. He showed the newly opened ware- 
house, where hundreds of malnourished mothers 
clutched whimpering infants unable to lift their hol- 
low little faces to empty breasts. 


Peter Hansen, U.N. undersecretary-general for 
humanitarian affairs, agreed wealthy nations have 
not done enough for Sierra Leone and Liberia. 

“In the scope of human suffering, they are very, 
very major,” Hansen said. “It’s an emergency that is 
quite terrifying.” 

He said the United Nations appealed early this 
year for $14 million to aid the victims of the two 
wars. 

As year’s end nears, donors have met only 41 per- 
cent of the request. Rwanda already has received 
100 percent of its aid appeal, the former ‘Yugoslav 
states more than 104 percent. 

While about 30,000 U.N. peacekeepers are in 
Bosnia and 2,200 in Rwanda, only several dozen 
U.N. military advisers have been sent to Liberia. 
There are no peacekeepers in Sierra Leone. 

Most of the foreign interest in Sierra Leone is 
from investors hungry to tap back into what was 
once a leading producer of diamonds. 

The Revolutionary United Front, led by Foday 
Sankoh, went to war against Maj. Gen. Joseph 
Momoh, whose All People’s Congress had ruled for 
24 of the 34 years since independence from Britain

wrangling and maneuvering to gain 
some political advantage and sit down 
together now to solve the problem,” 
Orton said. “(The Coalition’s plan) is 
a basis for a solution that both parties 
could support.” 


“Yes,” when asked if he thought the 
government would remain shut down 
Wednesday, and he said the standoff 
could be lengthy. 

“Tt may be ... because the president 
has just now told you that those prior- 
ities reflected in that budget will not 
be accepted and he has point-blank 
told them that this president is willing 
to give up his presidency on that 
proposition rather than accept those 
budget priorities,’ McCurry said. 

Republicans struggled to shift the 
focus from Medicare to their own 
seven-year balanced budget plan. 
After more than two weeks of House- 
Senate compromise talks, they were 
racing to wrap up the measure and 
send it to Clinton by week’s end. 

That bill, too, faces a presidential 
veto, since it would curtail spending 
on Medicare, Medicaid, welfare and 
other issues, and would seek a large 
tax cut that Democrats charge is tar- 
geted to the rich. 

But Republicans. were hoping that 
veto would give them political lever- 
age that they lost when Clinton cited 


Medicare premiums as the reason for 
his veto of the stopgap spending bill. 

Republicans said their bottom-line 
demand for restoring the govern- 
ment’s spending authority was a 
pledge from Clinton to negotiate a 
comprehensive, seven-year balanced 
budget. 

“We want to know what stands in 
the way of the president making a 
commitment that we can get a bal- 
anced budget in seven years as we 
proposed,” said Sen. Pete Domenici, 
R-N.M., chairman of the Senate 
Budget Committee.

much as 1 can handle.” 

Both Cundick ang Lindsay said 
they wanted to include informa- 
tion on their pages that would help 
a non-LDS person understand the 
churcht better. 

“! tried to include things about 
the church that an investigator 
might ask about or want to know 
about,” Cundick said. 

In Lindsay’s case, his informa- 
tion about the church has sparked 
some inquiries from non-LDS 
people. 


“I feel I have been able to help a_ 


number of people better under- 
stand the church and the LDS per- 
spective, at least my perspective 
(on the church),” he said. : 
One of Lindsay's LDS pages 
contains a basic introduction to 


the church, basic doctrines, why. 


the term Mormons and informa- 
tion about the Book of Mormon. 
Lindsay said he has had several 


people ask him to send them a 


copy of the Book of Mormon, and 
that he has heard back from two of 


those people who have read it and 


have wanted to know more. 
“T have seen a couple of cases 

where my pages and e-mail corre- 

spondence appear to have been a 


catalyst of sorts for people investi- 


gating the church more fully,” he 
said. “In one truly delightful case, 
I have become an official ‘cyber 


home teacher’ to somebody com-_ 


ing baek into the church.” 


Some people who are LDS have 


alsOecommented on Lindsay’s 
page. 

“Response has almost always 
been positive and enthusiastic 
frome the LDS community, but | 
did get a former mission president 
expressing polite concern,” he 
said.” 

Don LeFevre, of the church’s 
Public Affairs Department, said 
the First Presidency has not taken 
a public position on people who 
have created unofficial LDS pages 
on the Web and that official 
churéh representation on the Web 
is stil under consideration. 


LDS mission pages on the Web 
increase contact among alumni

When Matthew Hammond, a junior 
majoring in electrical engineering 
from McKinney, Texas, returned from 
the Taiwan T’aichung mission a year 
ago, he used the Internet to maintain 
ties with former companions and with 
his mission president. f 

This correspondence through e-mail 
became the basis for an idea — an 


idea that has been repeated 38 times 


in the last 10 months — the creation 
of the first LDS mission alumni home 
page on the World Wide Web. 

For Hammond, creating the page 
was a way “to link together mission 
alumni who are spread across the 
country and around the globe.” 

And the response has been enor- 
mous. 

“T was not really expecting the kind 
of response that I received,” 
Hammond said. “To this day, I have 
about three letters a week from ran- 
dom people around the world that see 
the page. About half of them are old 
missionaries that served in the mis- 
sion, and others are people who are 
just curious.” 

One of Hammond’s main objectives 
in creating the page, “to strengthen 
the sense of community among mis- 
sion alumni,” has been achieved, as 
former missionary companions are 
being reunited, missionary reunions 
are being planned and mission alumni 
are sending in and sharing their expe- 
riences and comments. 

Craig Harman, the creator of the 
France Paris mission home page, said 
his page has experienced sustained 
growth since it appeared on the 
WWW on May 31. 

“We have had five people adding 
their e-mail addresses to the page 
each week,” he said. These entries 
have increased the index for the 
France Paris mission page, so that it 
now has a list of e-mail addresses for 
85 returned missionaries. 

Since the major audience of the mis- 
sion pages are returned missionaries, 
Harman thinks the most important 
feature of a mission page is its index 
of mission alumni, which enables 
missionaries to correspond with each 
other. 

In addition to an index, Harmon said 
most mission pages list the mission’s 
song, the mission’s history and the 
mission’s jargon. Some also contain 
photographs*and* mission stories that 
have been submitted. 

When Lee Choquette created the 
Sweden Stockholm mission page, he 
said he “wanted to include a taste of 


what it was like to serve in the mis- 
sion — to bring fond memories back 
to people.” 

“An easy way of doing this,” he con- 
tinued, “was to write up a list of mis- 
sion slang.”

WWW at a rate of three or four every 
two weeks, said Harman, who also 
created one of the indexes for the mis- 
sion pages. About 12 percent of the 
LDS missions now have pages. 

While the mission pages maintain 
ties among companions, they also 
allow returned missionaries to keep in 
touch with former investigators. 

Harman said one returned mission- 
ary inquired about a certain investiga- 
tor whom he had taught and was able 
to find out that the man had been bap- 
tized, married in the temple and was 
now serving as stake patriarch. 

The France Paris mission home page 
is also linked to a student at a French 
university, through whom the page is 
given access to the French telephone 
directory. 

Harman said this access will enable 
missionaries to maintain contact with 
former investigators. 


Prospective missionaries also bene- 


fit from the mission home pages. 

“Although it (looking at the pages) 
isn’t enough to let them know exactly 
what their mission’s going to be like, 
it can get them excited about their 
mission,” Harman said. 

Harman said this current mission 
information available to prospective 
missionaries is drastically different 
from the information he had available 
to him when he entered the France 
Paris mission in 1992. 

“The most recent source of informa- 
tion I had about my mission was a 
book that was out in the late ‘60s 
called “So You’re Going on. a 
Mission.” 

The book talked about house maids, 
which haven't existed for missionar- 
ies in the France Paris mission for 
years, Harman said. It also said a mis- 
sionary could expect to pay about $60 
a month, he added.

Harman said mission pages can also 
“increase missionary fervor” for 
returned missionaries, who are now 
member missionaries. 

“The pages serve as a reminder of 
the mission experiences that we’ve 
had,” he said. “They can boost enthu- 
siasm for later on.” 

Although some of the mission page 
creators are BYU students, Harman 
said the majority aren’t. They are just 
people who take the time because 
they love their missions, he said. 

Hammond said the time spent in 
creating and maintaining the Taiwan 
T’aichung Mission page has been 
gratifying. 

“Although it takes a lot of time for 
me and my friends to maintain the 
Web page, it is definitely worth the 
sacrifice,” he said.

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Science lauds 100 years of X-rays

Manaster said that X-ray equipment is ‘now. Very Laite-; 
fully regulated so that scattered beams ‘ean’ ‘be coned 
down to areas of interest on the body. 

Sensitive areas like the thyroids, breasts, ovaries and 
gonads are covered and protected from contact with the 
rays, she said. 

The careful regulation of dosages and equipment makes 
routine X-rays safe as long as ‘people recognize X-rays |; 
should only be taken when really necessary, Manaster 
said. CS 

According to information released by the University of 
Utah, Roentgen was conducting an experiment in 
November 1895 in which he passed a high-voltage 
charge through a heavy-walled vacuum tube when he 
observed a glow on a small laboratory bench nearby. 

Roentgen was intrigued because the room was dark and_ 
the tube was encased in a black cardboard box. 

He lit a match and discovered.the glow, was, coming. 
from a screen coated with fluorescent barium. 
platinocyanide. 5 enh 


Once used as an attraction in circus side-shows and by 
enterprising businessmen in storefront offices, the X-ray 
has developed into an important therapeutic and diagnos- 
tic medical tool, said B.J. Manaster, vice chairman of the 
Radiology Department at the University of Utah. 

This week marks the 100th anniversary of the discov- 
ery of the X-ray by Wilhem Conrad Roentgen. 

“It was discovered in a routine lab experiment and was 
immediately recognized as a means of seeing fascinating 
things,” Manaster “said. 

Manaster said the diagnostic value of the X-ray was 
evident early on, but many false therapeutic purposes 
were dreamed up as well. The X-ray was advertised to 
cure all ills in the beginning stages of its development, 
she said. 

Salesmen used the X-ray to size shoes, and circus side- 
shows demonstrated they could see through women’s 
purses and even through women’s clothing, she said. 

“Anyone could buy one. It was not at all regulated,” 
Manaster said.

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World’s smallest fire truck proves ability in SLC

Small though it is, the world’s 
littlest.fire truck proved its capa- 
bility of working like a large fire 
engine last week at Sugarhouse 
Park in Salt Lake City when its 
first demonstration session in 
North America took place. - 

The truck is smaller than a nor- 
mal 4WD truck and is capable of 
delivering one ton of water per 
minute and climbing at a 35 
degree angle, according to a press 
release. 

The fire truck was developed 
three years ago to fit the narrow 
streets of Japan and to go places 
that.a normal fire engine can’t, 
such as ski resorts or small isolat- 
ed islands, according to Shunichi 
Yamazaki, a general manager of 
international operations at 
Kokura Tetsudo. 

The truck is capable of working in a 
building and climbing up stairs. 

“This car (fire truck) can go any- 
where that a normal-sized fire engine 
cannot. go, such as inside hotels and 
factories. It can go up the stairs of the 
Empire State building because it has a
